AN ACT to provide for the paying of a bounty 
for the killing of wolves, wild cats and lynx 
and repealing all conflicting laws. 

The people of the stale of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Every person who shall kill any 
wolf by poison or otherwise, shall be entitled to a

Nothing in this act shall pro-
hibit any county from increasing said bounty or 
reward by a majority vote of its county board at 
any annual meeting provided that no county 
shall pay more than five dollars reward for the 
killing of a wolf and three dollars for the killing 
of a wild cat or lynx.
